crcMW, conspicuous not merely for its 
great •ixe, but for the elaborHte style of 
its ornamentation as well. It is a replica 
made by order of the Departmeat of 
Agrlcultnre and Technical Irish for Ire- 
land of tbt great high crate of Monaatcr- 
baiaa. the moat parfact and oldcat per- 
haul of all ttaa ptrfoct apa da i f a of the 
aadent high craaa now In axiattnce. | 
Monaaterboice ia aitnated in the Barony 
of Ferrard, Connty Loutb, about four 
miles north of Drogbeda. Its Irish name 
it Mainister Buite, i. e., the Monastery of 
Balta, or Boetius, t Bishop who lived 
aboat tbe end of the tifth century. 
Hie festival was celebrated on Decern- 
htr 7, according to tbe Felire of Oengus: 

"Tba featt of white, victorious Buite 
Of Inaanoaalfonarter(boice)." 

"MoaaatMboIca," aayt a commantator 
in tba Laabbar Breae, 'la tba monaatery. 
laatlng, tattled, of Bnita, wboaa name ia 
interpretad at 'livlag to Ood,' and alto 
'fire,' for a ttar made maaifcat hia birth, 
as happened at the birth of Christ." 
The term high cross, by which this type 
of nioriiinifnt is <listiD(;uishe<1, is taken 
from the inuals of the Hour Masters, 
wbete tbe cros ard of Clonniacnoise is 
wianHontd. Pram all that can be laamad 
OB tba tnl^act tbate Ugb cr otaat .wwa 
not intandad aa aapnlchfal monnments, 
bat ware act up to make tba boundary of 
the tanctnary. 

There arc forty-five high rroates atill 
reiualiiing in Ireland, all of tliem in a 
more or less perfect state of preservatiou. 
Thirty-two of them are richly orna- 
mented, eight of which bear inscriptions 
wherein the namea of tbe following per- 
aont have been identified: King Fiano, 
Abbot of Clonnacnoiae, 004; Moiradacb, 
Abbot of Monaatarboice, MS; King Tar- 
loMI^ O'Conor, IIM; Aadh CMaaaa, Abbot 
of Cong, 1161; Gillachriat O'Toatbaa, 
liei; O'Dubhthaigh (O'Doffy), 1150. 
Miss Margaret Stokes, in her "Rarly 
Christian Art in Ireland," states thai 
while the earliest of these tnonutneuts 
does not date back further than the be- 
ginoitig nf tbe tenth century, still they 
were all made before tbe end of the tbir- 
taanth century. I haTC nerer been able 
to find anything to aupport thia belief. 
On tba contrary, theae high croatea nevar 
having bean designed to mark the bnrial 
placaa of distinguished peraona, it is 
quite reasonable to suppose they were set 
up during the lifetime of tbe people 
mentioned in the inscriptions. Thus 
King Flann and Colman both died in 
904. Therefore it ia reaonable to auppoae 
that their croatea ware erected long be- 
flpfc that date, proba^jraonc time toward 
tha cloaa of tba ninth oaatnnr. Many of 
4m Cfotut baariac so inacription ara 
Itllr at old at tb ate, perbapt older. That 
none were made after the cloae of the 
twelfth century is not to be wondered at, 
considering tbe state of disorder into 
which the country was plutiged by tbe 
invasion of tbe Norman English. 

The particular form of the Irish croasea, 
the moat beautiful type of the Chriatian 
emblem in art, hat baaa variously ex- 
plained. An ancient Pagan aymbol con- 
dating of a drdc coatalning a eroaa and 
oannactad with tha old la^ioe of ann 
wonUp, ia fonnd la toma^^praliittoric 
Irish monnmenta, as at Newgrange on 
the Boyne, and it ia auppoaed that this 
may have been adopted for ita artistic 
value. Another eiplauation is that tbe 
Irish cross is a form of the Greek (in 
which a circle also appears), with the 
shaft elongated and tbe arms projecting 
ontaidc the circle, and thia, Miaa Stokea 
obaarvaa, "aaamt tyaiballc of the whole 
tel^act of Iriita acdeaiattical art. which, 
inn itt very beginning, ahowa tfytantine 
aed Latin elementa commingled." 

The high croaa of Monaaterboice waa 
carved and erected during tbe incum- 
bency of Muiredach aa Abbot of Monaa- 
tarboice, whose death is thus recorded in 
tbe Annals of Ulster: "A. D. 923, Muir- 
aflach, eon of Domnall, taniat Abbot of 
Annagh and chief ateward of the touth- 
am Hy Neill and anccettor of Bnita, the 
ton of Branach, bead of tba connal of 
all tbe men of Bragia, laiety and clergy, 
daparted thia life on the 6th day of the 
oalaada of December." The death of 
dlit Mniradadi ia limilarly entered in 
the Annate of the Pour Maatera, except 
thai there be is called "the Steward of 
the people of Patrick (.\rmagh), from 
Mieve Fuadh to I^einster." 

The ornainentatlon of the Monaater- 
boice croaa ia divided iuto twenty four 
panalt. Qo aome of tbe latter tbe aub- 
JaeU aie nnintelligible, but many of 
tkam bava baaa identified. Theaa treat 
of tka enclfisioa, tbe tacrifica of Itaac, 
tba empty tomb gnatdad by tlaqiing aol- 



diers, the descent into bell, the fall of 
Adam, tbe slaying of Al>el, the adoration 
of the Magi, Samson with the lion and 
the bear, David and Goliab and Christ in 
glory. On the side panels are many 
elaborate deaigns of the interlacing pat- 
tern and on thv b^ae may alao be fonnd 
the same type of ornamentation. 

Another latarcating reproduction it 
that of tha MaKlnley cottage, ttandlng 
near the main gata. Tba original ia ia 
Dervock, Cooaty Antrim, and It known 
aa the home of tha graat-grandfatbar of 
the late Preaident McKinley. The Mc- 
Kinleys, or as tbey spelled tbe name in 
the early days, McKinlay, were origin- 
ally settlera from Scotland in Ulatar, 
whither they were attracted by the linen 
industry. They won aome reputation in 
the eightaentb eaatnry by tbair cflbrto to 
daval^ aad exploit the liaan BManfM- 
nre. LIka moat of tbair party they be- 
came warmly attached to tbair adopted 
country, and when tha rebellion of 1798 
broke out Kngland found ia the sturdy 
Presbyterian stock of the North .some of 
her bitterest and most implacable ene- 
mies. Francis McKinlay was no excep- 
tion to tbe rule. lie was a splendid 
drill matter and aoon diatinguisbed him- 
aelf by hit activity ia training the yonag 
patrlott of Darvodt in the ata of armt. 
Tbe kaowledga of tbia fact wat sot kmg 
in reaching the ean of tba aothorltiaa, 
and one night the McKinlay cotUge waa 
surrounded by yeomanry, who battered 
down tbe Jo<ir Bn<l dragged Francis Mc 
Kinlay from his bed. The house was 
burned and McKinlay hanged to a tree 
in front of the neighboring chnrcb. All 
day long the body swung in tbe breeze, 
nobody daring to cut it down, but as 
night fell teveral daring tpiriU took the 
body down and bwlad itia tha ah w ah 
yard. Maeh of tha orlgtaal farallmra 
haa bean bvoaght over for thia cottage, 
and itt antigaa appearance and rude 
style attract mach attantioo froai tha 
visitors.

The Vatican baa sent instructions to all 
the Bishops in the United States to urge 
tbe faithful of their dioceses to be more 
generous toward the annual collectiona 
taken up in all the cburchet aa to offer- 
ing to the Pope. The extraotdinary ex- 
penaea of a firat year of pootlficata and 
the greatly diarinithad laveaoe fian the 
Preach e hat ahat have caaaad tUa ilep. 
Already attnranoea have been received 
that tbit year't coUactioa from the United 
States will greatly exceed the amount 
sent to Rome in previous ycara. aaya a 
cablegram from Rome. 

Tbe economies introduced in the Vati- 
can administration by the preaent Pope 
are slill practiced, but the intereat from 
invested capital constituting the general 
fund of the Holy See ia hardly anffident 
to pay the running expenaea of the apoa- 
tolic palacet and talarica of Cardinala and 
Nnndoa. The general faad when Pina 
X. wat iaatalled amooatad to nearly 
110,000,000, Inveated in gflt-edgcd aecnri- 
ties bearing an average interest of half a 
million dollars. During this first year of 
his ?ontiticate Pius X. has found that 
expenses have largely exceeded |1,0()0, 
000 and he it anaaay, not wishing to en- 
croach upon the capital invested. Then 
there is the qneation of providing for con- 
tingendea like the recent one of the 
Bishopa of Laval and Dijou, to whom the 
Pope haa assigned an annual penalon of 
|1,600. Hardly any hope ia entertained 
that mattcra in Prance will imivovc aoon. 



and provision is therefore to be made for 
other Bishops and clergy whose salaries 
may be stopped by tbe Government. So 
the Pope has started a contingent fund, 
which now amounU to |800,000. Nearly 
half of thia waa collected by Qardiaal 
Safolll daring bit recant trip to the 
\ United Sutaa. Tbe bahinct canM prind- 
pally from the oflaringt mtde by pil- 
grimagea, notably from the Soeia^ of 
Sillion, of which nearly every Catholic 
in France is a member. 

Cardinal Mocenni, the administrator of 
the Holy See, assures the Pope that tbe 
expenses of the current year will not be 
as large of those of laat year, because 
there will not be the expente of the con- 
clave, of pcndoning ittnMnibcr% of'oor- 
omatiOB aad tbe lata Pope't funeral. 
Conaeqaeatly the mnning expentet next 
year will he under a million dollara 
unleat aomething extraordinary happens. 
It is thought that with an increased an- 
nual contribution from the Catholics of 
the i;nite<i States and England it will be 
possible for Pius X. to pay all running 
expenses without rasklng any inroads 
upon tbe invested capital. 

The many oontribniiont tent to the 
Pope from Amailea tbrongb Cardinal 
Satolli dnrlag Ua reoant vMt aad the 
glowiag accoant ha baa given to PhM X. 
of the generotity of Amaricaa Catholict 
have greatly encouraged the Pope in the 
belief that the church in America is des- 
tined to lake the place of the French 
church in providing for the financial 
nee<ls, not only of the Holy See, but of 
every other portion of tbe church which 
may find itaelf in financial distreaa in tbe 
future.

Two raata ago the bond Issue wat 
thought to have been carried and there 
was great rejoicing among tbe progrea- 
sive element and the workingmen of the 
city, but because of some technical 
quibbling the matter was brought into 
the courts and there defeated. Pran 
tha fiiat thia paper hat advocated tha 
ittna of booda tar the eantlniatioB of 
aewara, aad it agdn nigea every dtizea 
to catt bit vole therefor on daction day. 

Por twenty-five years the building of 
aewera for this growing city hat beaa 
neglected, with tbe result that nnme 
large capitalists have refused to inv 
their money here, many large factories 
that would have given employment to 
thousands would not locate in Loui8vil{f, 
and the growth of the dty haa baea cor- 
respondingly retarded. But niOff Iffr 
t)ortant than all thia ia tbe heatth of oar 
people, which haa been and it now 
threatened in many sections, and which 
can only be preserved by tbe construc- 
tion of a codipleta aad batter ta wa r a ga 
aystem. 

Tbit year the people aeem to bf 
aronted and it will be surpridng if 
nearly all the votera do not tnpport thia 
Isana of bonda. With tbit qnealiqa 
aettlod the dty government may pe^ 
year begin work of improvement.

thia ta tay : "I regard the propoaed iatn- 
ance of bonds as a public neceadty. We 
are confronted by a condition which 
must be met. It will be tbe greateat 
thing that has been done for Louisville 
for years and will be of inestimable value 
to the whole people. Adde from the 
aanitary viewpoint, tba prapodtioB la 
one which I do «ot aaa how paoplf ie||i 
get away fron." 

Spalding ColaoiaB, aaothar praodaeat 
aad laflaaBtlal dtinn who feelt a daep 
interatt in the preaent and future welfare 
of the city, gave emphatic utterance to 
tbe following: "Louisville needs tbe sew- 
ers. I am strong for the bond iaaue, and 
if tbe money ia properly expended, as it 
doubtless will be, I am of the opinion 
that the improvement will be tha boat 
thing that conld be done for Loolaalllf.'' 

Vetera aboold remember that Iioai^ 
villa haa aa aatabUtbad repntatloa' of 
commercial and manufacturing impor- 
tance, and when tbe invitea foreign cap- 
ital to locate and inveat she finds that 
lack of proper sewerage is the main ob- 
stacle to overcome.

Something 
might turn up in a day or night to 
change the whole situation. 

Here In Kentndky no one doubts 
the dectioa of the majority of the 
Democratic nominees and the re- 
turn to Congress of the usual num- 
ber of Democrats. In the^ Louis- 
ville district Mr. Sherley has the 
solid support of his party and of 
course will be returned to Congress. 
Jndge Matt O'Dohcrty's friends are 
alert and he will doubtless receive 
a large majority for Circuit Judge, 
as he deserves. Judge O'Doherty 
win continue to be an honor and a 
credit to the bench and the people 
ahould re-elect him. 



SETTLe PUBUC DOMAIN. 

Oeorge H. Maxwell, editor of 
Maxwell's Talisman, a monthly 
publication printed in Chicago, is 
conducting a campaign in favor of 
training men to make a living 
straight from mother earth. He 
believes, like many others, that the 
public domain should be settled and 
developed as a ^nre for social unrest. 
In a recent address to the Commer- 
dal Travelers' Assodation. aMem- 
bled in Springfield, HI., Mr. Max 
well said: 

"Now suppose that yoa cosld 
^e tbe men who are ont of em- 
ployment in the United Seates today 
and send them down there to Louis- 
iana. Instead of building irrigation 
works to water the deserts, btart 
them to building extensive reclam- 



ation works such as the Dutch Gov 
ernment is now building in Holland 
to redaim lands sabmtrged by a 
great inland sei; give them employ- 
ment first in the work of reclaim- 
ing the lands and then give every 
man, as soon as the land is ready 
for occupation, a chance to get a 
smsll piece of land and earn his 
living from it by farming it with 
his own labor." 

Mr, Maxwell calls attention to 
the fact that Montana, with an area 
as large as Indiana, Illinois and 
Ohio oooUnad, has only a popnla- 
tioo of S50,ooo, while it is capable 
of supporting 9,000,000 people. He 
suggests irrigation on a large scale 
and says 10,000,000 acres of land in 
the State of Montana alone could 
be reclaimed through irrigation. 
What could be done in Montana 
oonld be dnpilated in nuwy other 
sections of the West. Instead of 
spending millions on the Philip- 
pines Mr. Maxwell wound spend 
this public money at home. By the 
reclamation of Western lands many 
thousands would be able to own 
their own farms and be independent 
eftiiens instead of ctowdiag into the 
cities. On the subject of the study 
of agriculture in tbe schools he says: 

"The sduxd days are bdng di- 
vided into periods for books and 
periods for outdoor work, and as a 
consequence an improvement in the 
health of the diildren is soon no- 
ticeable. In the larger dties the 
school garden movement is attract- 
ing mtibh attention and growing in 
popular favmr. The growing in- 
terest in agriculture everywhere 
portends a great movement of the 
people to turn 'back to the land,' 
which is the only absolntely safe 
and effective r^edy for the social 
and iudustrial evils that threaten 
our country today."
